SAN DIEGO, Cal, Sept. 18.— 
Ruth Alexander, 24-year-old San 
Diego aviatrix, plunged to death in 
her airplane here today shortly 
after taking off on a projected 
one-stop transcontinental flight to 
Newark, N. J., Mrs. Alexander left 
Lindbergh Field at 3:28 a. m. and 
had flown only four miles when 
she fell, 

With a terrific crash her light, 
low-wing monoplane plowed intoa 
hil. Her body was found in the 
wreckage. Parts of the plane were 
strewn for several hundred feet. 

A wing of the plane was found 
about 300 feet from where the 
body of the aviatrix and the motor 
and the other wing lay. 

The motor was torn completely 
from other parts of the plane. No 
trace of the stick or propeller could 


be found. The fuselage was folded 
into a small bundle.

The American sloop Enterprise to- 
day completed a successful defense 
of the historic America’s Cup 
when she won the fourth straight 
race and series, four victories to 
none. 

Enterprise’s official time today 
broke the record for America’s Cup 
competition. The victor sailed the 
30-mile triangular course in three 
hours 10 minutes 13 seeonds, sur- 
passing the record of 3:13:18 set 
by the defender Columbia against 
Shamrock II in the second race of 
the 1901 series. 

Enterprise’s official finishing 
time was 1:50:13 p. m. Shamrock 
was clocked at 1:55:30, giving the 
American yacht a winning margin 
of five minutes 17 seconds, 

It was the thirty-seventh time an 


American boat had beaten the suc- 
cessive British challengers in the 
79 years during which the cup has 
been in competition.

GENEVA, Sept. 18.—In a heat- 
ed encounter before the Assembly 
of the League of Nations‘ today 
Cuba defended her sovereign rights 
as an independent state within the 


League and won. 

Cuba’s critic who met defeat was 
Nicholas Politis of Greece, He 
sharply censured Cuba for block- 
ing entry into force of the protocol 
for revision of the World Court 
statute. 

“Cuba,” declared Orestes Ferra- 
ra, the island nation’s Ambassador 
at Washington, “will not submit to 
dictation by Mr. Politis, nor by 
Greece, nor by any member of the 
League of Nations.” 

Then he announced that Cuba’s 
reasons for objecting to the proto- 
col must be neither challenged nor 
discussed by the committee. 

League Not Supcerstate. 

“We entered the League regard- 
ing it as a sogiety of nations and 
not as a superstate able to over- 
ride the sovereignty of any mem- 
ber,” he declared. 

The discussion was closed by 
Chairman Scialoja of Italy after 
spectators and delegates had risen 
in excitement and persons from 
outside the committee room had 
rushed in. 

Dr. C. C. Wu of China took the 
role of peacemaker. He = said 
China regretted the protocol could 
not be brought into force, but no- 
body could challenge Cuba's right 
to object which was provided for 
in the protocol itself. 

“This warm passage of arms 

has gone far enough,” said Dr. 
Wu, with a smile and slow drawl 
in his English. ‘‘You have noticed 
that the temperature in this room 
is higher than the temperature 
outside. I move the discussion 
be closed.” 
‘ Politis said Cuba was the only 
member of the League not hav- 
ing made “an effort of good will,” 
to bring the protocal into force. 
He said Cuba’s position was most 
regrettable. : 

“Must_Not Be Challenged,” 

Ferrara replied with vigor that 
Cuba could not submit to a dis- 
cussion of her reasons by the com- 
mittee. 

“These reasons are an expres- 
gion of Cuba's sovereignty,’’ he as- 
serted, “and must not be chal- 
lenged. Her reasons must be ac- 
cepted.” 

He concluded that Politis’ re- 
marks were in the “nature of an 
election speech.” 

, Politis’ criticisms are recognized 
here as an expression of the vexa- 
tion of many Governments that the 
protocol has been blocked by one 
country. It is charged informally 
here by the critics of Cuba that 
her objections arise from the op- 
position of the Cuban Judge on the 
Court, Antonio Sanchez de Busta- 
ménte, to living permanently away 
from Cuba and abandoning his 
home law practice. 

- These critics frankly ~ declare 
that Bustamente himself is block- 
ing the entry to force of revision 
$f the protocol. 

‘ Ferrara’s reference to Politis’ 
“election speech” was interpreted 
in some quarters as meaning that 
the Greek delegate was making a 
speech to defeat a future re-elec- 
tion of Bustamente. Politis him- 
self is not among the nominees for 
the Court.

The 
expenses are being paid, it is al- 
leged, from a 15,000,000-mark (ap- 
proximately $3,700,000) fund giv- 
en by Thuringia to the Duke of 
Coburg-Gotha, a Fascist sympa- 
thizer, as indemnity for properties 
sequestrated after formation of the 
republic.

it is charged, is a coup d'etat from 
above and civil war from below, 
with complete overthrow of the 
republic as the result.

LUMBER SCHOONER WITH 19 
ABOARD THOUGHT TO BE LOST 


Wreckage of South Coast Found 

* Off Coast of Oregon; Sailed 

in Heavy Fog. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 18.— 
Fears that the 320-ton coastwise 
lumber schooner South Coast sank 
with her captain and crew of 18 
increased today as the hours passed 
and no word was received of the 
craft except the finding of wreck- 
age 30 miles southwest of Cape 
Blanco, Ore. 

An empty lifeboat, a portion of a 
cabin and floating logs scattered 
over a wide area were evidence of 
the probable fate of the ship. The 
little schooner was last seen short- 
ly after it sailed from Crescent 
City, Cal., Tuesday afternoon in a 
heavy fog for Coos Bay, Ore, It 
had no wireless. 

The ship’s owners, Hobbs, Wall

26 gangsters for whom vagrancy 
warrants have been issued, squads 
dfrected by State’s Attorney Swan- 
son yesterday: raided 10 labor union 
Loffices, and seized records which 
fare expected to shed light on the 
efforts of gangs to gain control of 
reputable labor: groups. 

The union offices were enteged 
by seven squads of detectives with 
warrants issued by Chief Justice 


John J. McGoorw of the Criminal 
Court, who began the major offen- 
sive against gangs in a special 
charge to the September grand 
jury. 

The raids were made simultane- 
ously so there would be no. chance 
for removing or hiding the records. 
Assistant State’s Attorneys Mueller 
and Lounsbury said that most of 
the unions involved were under the 
domination of George (Red) Bar- 
ker, William (Three-Finger Jack) 
i White and their associates. Both 
Barker and White are listed by the 
Chicago Crime Commission as 
“public enemies” and are among 
the 26 sought on vagrancy charges.

But always, no matter 
what the rush line defense may be, 
the assignments of the secondary 
must be so planned that full sup- 
port is given to the first line.

There should 
be no criticism of any one part of 
a defensive scheme unless there is 
full knowledge of the entire 
scheme.. The pitch out in baseball 
is considered smart and yet it is 
entirely defensive in theory; pass- 
ing a strong hitter with men on the 
bases is quite common and_is also 
a defensive maneuver. In a simi- 
lar way, though -different, of 
course, because baseball and foot- 
ball are different, it is possible to 
so arrange a team defensively in 
football that an apparent weak- 
ness actually becomes real strength 
as the play develops. 

There are many ways of playing 
a defensive team. Before the com- 
ing of the forward pass the attack 
was confined to running and kick- 
ing. Consequently, the defensive 
halfbacks and fullback took posi- 
tions scarcely a yard back of their 
linemen. What was virtually a 
nine or 10 man first line of defense 
resulted and this defense was not 
changed except when a kick was to 
'be made, when one of the backs 
|dropped back to cover the field 
with his quarterback. The forward 
pass made it necessary, however, 
'to modify the defense, and half- 
| backs were stationed eight to 10 
yards behind the line, thus weak- 
ening the first line of defense and 
making possible a greater variety 
of running play. 

It is not my intention to trace 
the development in detail, but in- 
stead of the old close defense men- 
tioned above we now have almost 
as many defensive combinations as 
there are offensive formations in 
football. Instead of the seven-man

That was the record as a news- 
paper had it. Of course there was 
plenty more in the personne! files 
on their conduct and activities. 
Kerrigan was a protcge of Koenig 
and Kupferman was one of La 
Guardia’s valued workers. 

Because of particular pressure 
for these two, I decided to reinstate 
them. 

After considering the records of 
the other four backel by Koenig

Bribes Often Offered. 

But, as I have said, ny men were 
generally conscientious. Often my 
agents reported that pressure was 
being put upon them, that bribes 
had been offered. The following 
case is typical of several: 

On Nov. 3, 1928, the head of my 
investigation section reported that 
Agent C. A. Mullaney had been 
approached by a certain Republic- 
an Assembly district leader, whom 
I shall not name at present, and 
had been requested to “‘go easy”, on 
a prisoner arrested in the seizure of 
a still near Poughkeepsie. I have 
Mulaney’s affidavit on the matter. 
He was invited to the district club 
and there told to “lay off” in the 
matter of testimony when the case 
came to trial. When he refused he 
was asked how much he wanted. 

I complimented the agent on his 
honesty, and told him to go ahead 
as though nothing had happened, 
and I would back him up. 

Then I telephoned Koenig and 
told him about the incident. He 
promised that the district leader 
would be called off, and such pro- 
ceedings would be stopped. The 
next day the district leader came 
to see me and said he had beer 
sent by Koenig. I told: him there 
would be unpleasant consequences 
if there were a repetition of this 
occurrence. He admitted every- 
thing Mullaney had told me, and 
I could not argue with the man, 
because he could not see that he 
had done anything very terrible. 

That’s a politician’s viewpoint, 
and Koenig’s was just as surpris- 
ing. While he condemned the ac- 
tion of this political leader under 
him, the very next day he called 
on me and asked me to reinstate 
an agent who had been droppea 
from the service because of his 
proven criminal record. 


Politics Means Protection. 


But do you suppose Agent Mul- 
laney would have been so straight- 
forward if he had been a political 
heeler? Politics means protection. 
and it is useless to expect a po- 
litically appointed agent to make a 
prohibition case when his political 
leader says ‘‘lay-off.” 

Nevertheless. I knew when I 


came to New York that I would 
have to try to keep the politicians 
pacified. I had a $100,000 deficit 
and the only way I could balance 
my budget was to dispense with 
some 40 or 50 agents, whose sala- 
ries at that time were about $2000. 


Judging on merits it would have)! 


been an easy job to weed these out, 
but since most of ‘my force had 
political backing, it was difficult. 

i handled the matter by getting 
lists of the men in whom politicians 
were interested from the Repub- 
lican chairmen of the five counties 
comprising greater New York: 
Samuel S. Koenig of New York, 
Jacob A. Livingston of Kings, Al- 
bert D. Brunner of the Bronx, Jo- 
seph De Bragga of Queens and 
Clinton J. Sharrett of Richmond. 
Representative Hamilton Fish Jr. 
also gave me a list of the men in 
whom he was _§ interested. This 
proved a master stroke, as it 
showed the political strings on ned 
men, 

I revised my Hst again and again, 
determined to keep every good 
agent who lacked political backing, 
and at the same time tread on as 
few political toes as possible.

It is 
awfully hard to get rid of men 
when Washington has its ear to the 
political ground. 

In 1927 Mr. Lowman complained 
to me that two of my = agents, 
Geisler and Mannix, were involved 
in a brawl! and shooting scrape in 
a speakeasy near Hudson, N. Y. 
After an investigation they were 
dropped from the service. Geisler 
was strongly backe¢t by Koenig. 
He came to see me a number of 
times trying to get reinstated. 

Finally Geisler was reinstated 
in the Albany district, and on the 
last day I was in office I received 
a telegram from the Commissioner 
instructing me to employ Geisler 
in my district as a special employe. 
I did not do it. Whether it has 
been done since I retired I do not 
know.

Dr. Walter Williams Asks 
300 Teachers to Promote 
Intellectual Curiosity and 


Adventuresomeness. 


Svecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 18.— 
Dr. Walter Williams, president of. 
the University of Missouri yester- 
day told ghe university faculty 
members: “Let us add emphasis in 
every possible way to the supreme 


importance of the teacher.’ Wil- 
liams’ address, although informal, 
was in the nature of a keynote for 
his administration at the State uni- 
versity which replaces that of Dr. 
Stratton D. Brooks. The address 
was made before more than 300 
teachers, the first faculty meeting 
under Williams’ administration. 
“It is ours,” Dr. Williams con- 
tinued, “to promote intellectual 
curiosity and the adventuresome- 
ness of the spirit among students.’’ 
Continuing,-he declared that “We 
should encourage and reward 
those who simply teach and, I 
trust, teach simply.” 

Williams expressed the belief 
that it is not alone the duty of 
the State university to give in- 
struction leading to college degrees 
and emphasised his desire to give 
more service to the public in gen- 
eral. 

“Frankly,” he said, “I am not 
so much concerned with the free- 
dom to teach and investigate as I 
am with fitness to teach and in- 
vestigate. This freedom should be 
a matter of course. Freedom of 
speech and of the press, the lib- 
eral, tolerant view, cardinai prin- 
ciples of the profession of which 
I am a member, should be protect- 
ed at any cost in any university 
worthy of the name.” 

Continuing, Williams said: 
“The mission of this university 
includes also investigation,.seceking 
out new truth, extending the boun- 
daries of human knowledge. Added 
emphasis upon research and scien- 
tific investigation is part of the 
continuing purpose of this un- 
versity. 

“The best work in teaching and 
in research is only done by those 
who are free from irritation and 
interference and indigestion. 
TherefbSre, those engaged in these 
high pursuits must have adequate 
income, security of tenure, and 
within the limits of the good taste 
of a gentleman, absolute independ- 
ence. 

“Given at this university at this 
time and in the future, as I see 
it, men and women who are fit 
investigators, they will have so 
far as is humanly possible facili- 
ties for teaching and for research, 
the utmost freedom in their own 
special fields for such teaching and 
research.”

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‘Astounding Situation’’ Disclosed 
In State’s Penal Institutions by 
Survey, Dr. Isidor Loeb Declares 


Overcrowding, Fire Traps, Insanitary Condi- 
tions Cited With Recommendations—Sub- 
ject of Management Not Considered. 


This is the second of a series of 
articles by Dr: Isidor Loeb, profes- 
sor of Political Science and Dean of 
the School of Business and Public 
Administration of Washington Uni- 
versity, analyzing the report of the 
State Survey Commission. This 
article deals with the survey of the 
State Penitentiary at Jefferson 
City, State Reformatory at Bouwn- 
ville, the Industrial Home for Girls 
at Chillicothe, and the Industrial 
Home for Negro Girls at Tipton, 
and the recommendations for 1im- 
provement of conditions. 

By DR. ISIDOR LOEB. 

The published reports indicate 
that surveys of these. institutions 
were made by Warden P. E. 
Thomas of the Ohio Penitentiary 
‘and- Warren J. J. Sullivan of the 
Minnesota State Prison. The for- 
mer made a report dealing with all 
of the four institutions while the 
latter, who went into far greater 
detail, submitted separate reports 
for each institution. The date of 
Warden Thomas’ report is not giv- 
en, but those of Warden Sullivan 
are dated Nov. 20-22, and it would 
seem that the members of the com- 
mission had little time for their 
consideration. Reports on Missouri 
penal institutions, prepared by 
Hastings H. Hart of the Russell 
Sage Foundation at the request of 
the Missouri Welfare Leagu were 
made available to the commission, 
These reports were not published 
and no reference to any specific 
suggestion of Hart appears in the 
commission’s recommendations. 

No doubt most, if not all, of the 
members of the commission had 
some personal knowledge of these 
institutions. Moreover, the chair- 
man of this division of the com- 
mission's work, State Senator Wil- 
liam R. Painter had had extensive 
legislative and executive experi- 
ence, including four years as pres- 
ident of the State Prison Board 
which then had charge of all of 
the institutions. 

”"An Astounding Situation.” 

While many Missourians have 
known of unsatisfactory conditions 
in their State’s penal institutions it 
has been difficult to arouse suffi- 
cient public sentiment to demand 
and secure a change. The publica- 
tion of the results of these surveys 
reveals an astounding situation and 


a 


makes it Impossible for the State 
to escape responsibility for the 
disgraceful conditions. that exist 
and for the grave consequences 
that have resulted ani that may 
become even more serious in the 
future. No attempt will be made 
to deal in detail with these facts as 
for the most part they are undis- 
puted. A summary of the most 
serious conditions. will suffice. 

The penitentiary was found to 
be much overcrowded. Warden Sul- 
livan states that “there is nothing 
more harmful than the system of 
keeping more than one man in a 
cell.” . In the best cell hall there 
were thrée men in a cell and in 
the worst one, erected in 1868, and 
used only for Negroes, an average 
of over six men were crowded in 
each cell. The percentage of over- 
crowding was found to be even 
greater at the other institutions. 

This overcrowding is rendered 
more serious by the terrible fire 
hazards which were found at all 
of the institutions with the excep- 
tion of the home for Negro girls 
which is the newest State penal 
institution. Warden Sullivan states 
that all of the shops at the peni- 
tentiary “seeni to be veritable fire 
traps.” The hospital for tubercu- 
lous patients he described as a di- 
lapidated building, heated by stoves 
with pipes ‘going out through the 
windows. He believed that in the 
event of a prison riot~-the larger 
part of this institution would be 
destroyed by fire. 

In Warden Sullivan’s opinion, 
the fire hazard was even greater 
at the reformatory at Boonville 
and the home for girls at Chilli- 
cothe. At the former he says “the 
buildings are in very bad shape, 
almost beyond repair.’ The sleep- 
ing quarters at both places are 
called fire traps. To quote him, 
“If Missouri does not take another 
step towards the betterment of its 
institutions, it should do everything 
possible to prevent what might be 
little less than a holocaust.” 

“Rlack Hole of Calcutta.”

QUT FOR REPEAL OF 


Former Assistant Attorney 
General of U. S. Urges 
New York State G. O. P. 
to Take This Stand. 


By the Associated Press. 3 
NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Col, 
William J. Donovan, former As- 
sistant Attorney-General of the 
United States and once prominent- 
ly mentioned for the attorney- 
generalship in the Cabinet of 
President Hoover, declared for re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
in an address today before the 
Young Republican Club. 

Asserting the eighteenth amend- 
ment had failed and nullification 
had “not proved practicable,” he 
urged that the Republican party 
in New York State take a position 
on prohibition which “has the 
dignity( integrity and appeal of an 
honest conviction.” 

“It should continue,” he said of 
the party in the State, “to in- 
dorse the ideal of temperance and 
to aid actively in its attainment 
through effectual liquor regula- 
tion. The eighteenth amendment 
has failed to accomplish this pur- 
pose and should be repealed. 

“However, we cannot urge re- 
peal alone. We must make sure 
that a sincere effort will be made 
to prevent a recurrence of ancient 
evils. . . . Instead of attempting 
to exact the co-operation of the 
States by coercion, truly effective 
regulation should be sought. 
Congress should exercise its con- 
stitutional power to control the 
liquor traffic and should fulfill its 


-| constitutional duty to protect the 


States from violation of their laws 
without. 

He likened the position of the 
Republican party today to the 
pligkt of the Whig party before 
the Civil War.

ST. LOUIS AND NATURAL GAS. 

For almost a year—to be exact, since last Novem- 
ber—a number of St. Louis industries have been 
using natural gas. oe 

This gas comes from the Monroe field in Louisiana. 
It is piped to the city by the Mississippi River Fuel 
Corporation. The pipe line has a capacity of 100,000,- 
000 cubic feet a day, which ie sufficient for the en- 
tire domestic consumption of both the city and the 
|} county. At present the pipe line is operating at half 
|| of its capacity. One local company gets this gas at 
23 cents per 1000 cubic feet. What other companies 
pay is not known. The Mississippi River Fuel Cor- 
poration, on the ground that it is not a public utility, 
does not publish its price scale. Testifying before the 
Missouri Utility Commission two years ago,a pipe line 
company which warited to enter Kansas City testified 
that it could deliver natural gas there at 111-2 cents 
per 1000 cubic feet. St. Louis pays 90 cents for coal gas. 
Both the Laclede company and the county gas com- 
pany could procure natural gas from the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corporation and distribute to domestic 
consumers. But the price—40 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet—would make natural gas as expensive as manu- 
(actured gas. From an economic standpoint it is, 
therefore, prohibitive for domestic use. 

That is the status quo.

It may conceivably be tempted to resist the introduc- 
tion of this ideal fuel into all the homes, as well as 
all the industrial plants of St. Louis. If it does it 
will be beaten. Should it be necessary for St. Louis

idea than the one advocated in Missouri and effective 
in Ohio. There are 11 such states, whereas only seven 
states occupy the compensation field exclusively. 

The people of Missouri are entitled to comparative 
information as to compensation insurance, and we 
are trying to givd it to them. If business men and 
workmen both want the State to handle compensation 
at a lesser cost, they have the right to make such 
a change. It is not a sufficient answer to say that 
the government in Missouri is such that the plan 
could not function in the State. In the years to come 
Missouri will have a great many such decisions to 
make, and she will have to bring her government to 
a point of effectiveness where it can function in the 
common interest. 

We are quite aware that the choice between the 
two systems is not a pleasant choice.

When, years ago, 
Roosevelt refused an invitation of the 
Hamilton Club of Chicago to sit at its 
table with Senator Lorimer, badly 
smirched but stifl finding no rebuke in 
public life, he set an example of fine 
citizenship. But except for the memories 
of a few, the dust of oblivion has cov- 
ered the courageous act as deeply as 
Vesuvius buried Herculaneum. The re- 
cent action of France calls up its prin- 
ciple from the dead.

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ANOTHER TARIFF MYTH EXPLODED. 

The familiar pretext that tariff measures are en- 
acted primarily in the interest of the wage-earner 
is again demolished by current reports concerning 
working conditions in the sugar beet fields. An or- 
ganizer for the American Federation of Labor in 
Northern Colorado found 6-year-old children work- 
ing in the fields at the arduous labor of thinning and 
weeding, thelr working hours running as high as 16 
daily. These children are deprived of an opportunity 
for education and their physical development is 
stunted by the abnormal nature of the task required 
of them. The fields are worked by whole families of 
contract laborefs whose entire family income does 
not exceed $600 a year. These families are housed in 
one and two-room shacks, where as many as seven, 
nine or even 11 persons must live in a single 
room. The primitive sanitary facilities which prevail 
take their inevitable toll of child life. The federa- 
tion's charges concerning labor conditions in the in- 
dustry are substantiated by studies which have been 
made by the Colorado State Agricultural College and 
by the United States Children’s Bureau. 

Afl this {in an industry which has been protect- 
ed by a sugar tariff of 1.26 cents a pound under the 
law of 1913, 2.21 cents a pound under the law of 
1922 and 2.5 cents a pound under the law of 1930. Our 
tariff subsidy to domestic beet and cane growers mere 
ly operates to procure an uneconomical extension of 
beet and cane culture within our borders. Like the 
mountainous textile tariffs which shelter the most

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A SCHOOLYARD GUSHER. 

In the rare cases when that hopeful dream of boy- 
dom is realized and the schoolhouse does burn down, 
there are various drawbacks. A fellow has to throt- 
tle his pleasure, and can’t go about whooping with 
joy over the event. Exuberant cheers would lead to 
@ parental lecture on the wickedness of’ rejoicing 
over destruction of property, and so on. This brings 
on all sorts of repressions, and Dr. Freud can tell 
anyone how nefarious those are. 

But in one of Oklahoma City’s schools, boyish joy 
over the closing of classes may be unconfined with- 
out rebuke, for the recess has been caused by the 
upspringing of a mammoth oj] gusher in the school- 
yard. Parents and teachers cannot consistently chide 
jubilation over this event, since the boys, for all their 
elders know, may be gratified at the’ handsome ad 
dition to the School Board’s revenue or to the spec- 
tacular demonstration of Oklahoma’s standing as the 
premier petroleum State. Further, no modern Peck’s 
Bad Boy can be accused of starting the gusher, in 
the ruthless way suspicion always falls on a juvenile 
rowdy when a schoolhouse burns.

MR. BUTLER AND MASSACHUSETTS. 

The senatorial nomination of the dry William Mor- 
gan Butler by the Republicans of Massachusetts over 
a wet by 9000 votes returns to political life one of 
the now famous line of National Republican chair- 
men. Butler was among the first men Coolidge ealled 
to Washington to advise him after assuming the 
seat of Harding. So close were they that in little 
more than a’year the wealthy cotton mill owner 
had become chief of the National Committee, ,man- 
ager for Coolidge and appointee United States Sen- 
ator in the place of Henry Cabot Lodge, like Hard- 
ing removed by death. . Came 1926 and election time. 
Butler, the appointed, asked Massachusetts to elect 
him. When she wermed up but slowly, he sought 
the assistance of his friend, the President. At the 
last moment Coolidge yielded and wrote a letter of 
support. Mr. Hoover, as Secretary of Commerce. 
spoke for him. Then the President, after arranging | 
to vote by mail, went up on election day to cast his 
ballot, making the plea still more personal. 

The Bay State’s response was to elect David I. 
Walsh by 55,000. This is the record of the 70-year- 
old William Morgan Butler, who again seeks the 
seat of Webster and Sumner, Adams and Choate. 
Ironically enough, to win he must defeat a Coolidge, 
one Marcus A. an outspoken wet and conceded to 
be a vote-getter. 


THE NEW ILLINOIS TRADITION. 
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Racketeers and Organized Labor 


Gangsterism now making its greatest progress among organized labor; workers and 
officers, trying to protect-jobs, driven by desperation to use violence; from oc- 
casional aids, “gorillas” have risen to control many trades groups by selling 
“protection”; employers have big responsibility for growth of racketeering.

W or rac the last decade gangsterism, 


or racketeering, has become a power- 


ful factor in America’s national life. 
In our larger cities all sorts of racket 
“wars” are going on day and night; wars 
in which dynamite, gunfire, daggers, arson, 
blackjacks and fists, or fear of such vio- 
lence, decide economic and other issues. 
All sorts of industries and enterprises 
are coming under the control of gangsters. 
Perhaps the most egregious development of 
racketeering is within the organized labor 
movement. In some of our great industrial 
centers big labor unions are being domi- 
nated by gangsters: others—not all, of 
course—are in immediate danger of such 


domination. 
+ . _ 


I think very little, ir anything, can be 
done about it. Labor racketeering, as it 
has begun to develop in the United States, 
is a natural and even inevitable product 
of powerful and chaotic social and economic 
forces that have been operating in this 
country uncontrolled since the beginning 
of the New Industrialism back in the mid- 
60s. To understand the phenomenon, one 
must bear in mind that gangsterisn: had 
its beginnings and early development as 
@ vital factor in what the radicals call the 
Class Struggle, and that its history is in- 
extricably tied up with the history of organ- 
ized labor. Violent labor racketeering ex- 
isted in America on a large scale even be- 
fore there was any gangsterism as we have 
it today. 

On becoming rich and powerful, indus- 
trialists commenced to hire their own bands 
of armed men, in the manner of medieval 
barons. Private detective agencies pros. 
pered, organizing thugs and low characters 
generally in the cities, sending them in 
companies to scenes of labor disputes, to 
guard the employers’ property and the 
scabs, shoot down or slug pickets, and in- 
cite strikers to riots. 

. -_ * 


Subsequently labor unions, always ready 
to take a lesson from the capitalists, be- 
gan to hire sluggers to slug scabs, gunmen 
to shoot down company assassins and of- 
ficials, dynamiters to blow up the bosses’ 
property; or they developed strong-arm 
talent within their own organizations, until 
some of them became mafia-like outfits 
with terrorism as the core of their tactics. 
In many instances it was sheer desperation 
that drove the unions to dynamite and slug- 
ging. Had they not employed strong-arm 
methods, many labor organizations would 
have passed out long ago. 

Immediately after the World War the 
unions found themselves in a desperate 
struggle for existence. The “gorillas” in 
certain unions, with the desperate unem- 
ployed membership behind them, were 
again driven to dynamiting and slugging. 
Only strong-arm methods could savé their 
organizations from extinction. They must 


the unions, nor any close relations with 
the leaders. They began to hire, some- 
times through several intermediaries, pro- 
fessional gangsters and criminals who, to 
a@ great extent, were beyond the reach of 
the law. By the end of 1920 »ombs popped 
once more, especially in Chicago. 

Most of the Chicago labor unions now 
are again safe from immediate destruc- 
tion by the employers. Dynamite and slug- 
ging saved them. This is especially true 
of the building-trades unions. 

Labor racketeering, however, like other 
sorts of racketeering, is by no means re- 
stricted to Chicago. It merely started there 
back in 1920. Since then—especially from 
1925 on—labor dynamitings, assassinations 
and arson incidents have been occurring 
with great frequency in New York City, 
Brooklyn and other industrial centers 
where labor unfons are meeting with severe 
opposition from the bosses, 


Unemployment breeds desperation: des- 
peration breeds violence—racketeering. Un- 
der such conditions, the process whereby 
gangsters achieve control over labor organ- 
izations igs very simple. 

I have shown that dynamite and slug- 
ging often save unions from passing out. 
The gangsters who do the dynamiting and 
slugging for the unions realize this: they 
associate with the “gorillas” who admit 
that -their work is the thing; and even- 
tually they begin to consider themselves 
the most important factor in the affairs 
of the union, which indeed they are in time 
of emergency. 

By and by it occurs to them that the fees 
they get out of the union treasury are too 
small for such important work, and too 
irregular. So they «propose to Bive the 
union “steady protection” at so much per 
month, and if the union officials reject 
such an offer, the latter ver; often are 
thrown out of office—sometimes physical- 
ly, sometimes through election—and their 
Places are taken by “gorillas” who are 
friendly to the “protection” idea. But, of 
course, few labor leaders who once g° in 
for violence reject such an offer outright, 
knowing fully well that it may mean the 
end of their labor-leading.

The State Survey Commission in 
its published statement of facts re- 
garding the penal institutions and 
reformatories. does not disagree 
with those found by the visiting 
Wardens and Mr, Hart with the 
possible exception of the percent- 
age of Overcrowding. The commis- 
sion states “All of the penal insti- 
tutions are crowded, some of them 
having 50 per cent more inmates 
than was intended when the insti- 
tutions were built.” Warden Thom- 
as made no estimate, except as to 
the penitentiary, which he found 
overtaxed 45 per cent. Warden 
Sullivan’s figures as to overcrowd- 
= ing were 60 per cent each for the 
penitentiary and Chillicothe Home 
for Girls, 75 per cent for the Home 
Negro Girls and 80 per cent 
the Reformatory at Boonville. 
. Hart’s figures are 51 per cent 
the Penitentiary, 57 per cent 
the Chillicothe home and 382 
cent for the Home for Negro 
Girls. 


In many cases, however, the 
commission makes no statement re- 
garding serious conditions found 
to exist by one or both of the vis- 
iting Wardens and by Mr. Hart.

sary increased maintenance ap- 
propriations crom the general rev- 
enue fund. 

Failure to recommend increased 
support acquires additional signif- 
icance in view of the fact that the 
commission ignored the recom- 
mendations of Warden Sullivan 
and Mr. Hart for the establish- 
ment of systematic pase 

grams. These have been foun 
oy be of great moral and disciplin- 
ary value. They cannot be in- 
stalled, however, without addition- 
al funds for equipment and sala- 
ries of trained instructors. 

Leaves Out Management. 

The commission in its report re- 
fers to the sugggestions submitted 
to it regarding the management of 
these institutions and states that 
these deserve serious study and 
consideration. It states, however, 
that it does not feel that the sub- 
ject of management is. within its 
province as its business is to pro- 
vide proper housing facilities for 
these institutions. 

It is strange that the commis- 
sion adopted such a narrow con- 
struction of its functions—an in- 
terpretation which it did not ad- 
here to in connection with other 
institutions. The provisions of the 
statute that require the commis- 
sion to “make a full and compre- 
hensive examination and survey of 
the . facilities, op- 
erations and needs of the State 
eleemosynary, penal and educa- 
tional institutions, and of the pub- 
lic schoo] system” would seem suf- 
ficiently broad to include the ques- 
tion of management. 

At all events, the commission did 
not hesitate to adopt a broader 
construction of its powers when 
dealing with other matters. 

The following. are some exam- 
ples of such recommendations: 

1. State and county superintend- 
ents of schools to be appointed in- 
stead of elected. 

2. Establishment® of a county 
board of education. 

3. Significant changes regarding 
school districts, qualifications for 
teachers, adoption of text books, 
etc, 

4. No change for the present in 
management of teachers’ colleges 
by lecal boards of regents. 

5. Important changes in admis- 
sion of students, courses of study, 
degrees and maintenance of phys- 
ical plants of teachers’ colleges. 

6. Reorganization. of entire ad- 
ministration of problem of the 
blind. : 

7. Establishment of a State de- 
partment of public buildings to 
have supervision, of the construc- 
tion of all buildings at public in- 
stitutions. 

The above recommendations will 
be considered in subsequent articles 
in this series. They show that the 
commission believed that matters 
of management were within its 
province. Reports submitted to 
the commission by its advisers 
make it clear that the question of 
management, including political in- 
fluences, bears a direct relation to 
economy and efficiency in penal in- 
stitutions and is of the greatest im- 
portance to the moral and materia] 
welfare of their inmates. Public 
discussion and investigation of the 
management of the penitentiary 
during Gov. Baker’s administration 
emphasize this conclusion, It is 
regrettable that the commission 
declined to consider and make rec- 
ommendations regarding the vital 
question of proper management of 
oe penal and reformatory institu- 
tions.

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MERGER PROPOSAL 
‘OPPOSED BY BOTH 


PARTIES IN COUNTY 


G. O. P. Committee With- 
holds Announement Un- 
til Similar Action Is Tak- 
en by the Democrats. 


RALPH SEWER LAW 
REPEAL ALSO URGED 


Identical Resolutions De- 
clare That Annexation 
Plan Would Increase 


Taxes, Cut Representation | 


Defeat of the proposed consoli- 
dation of St. Louis and St. Louls 
County as Greater St. Louis, un- 
der the enabling constitutional 
amendment to be voted.on in Mis- 
souri in November, and repeal of 
the Ralph sewer law, are urged 
in identical resolutions adopted by 
the Republican and Democratic 
County Committees. 

@he Republican committee acted 
Tuesday night but withheld an- 
nouncement until the Democrats 
took a similar step yesterday. 
Autharship of the resolutions was 
not. disclosed, but they echo the 
arguments, respectively, on the 
Save St. Louis County League, 
which is headed by Circuit Judge 
Lashly and opposes the consolida- 
tion, and the Taxpayers’ Protective 
Association, headed by John E. 
Mooney and opposing the sewer 
law. 

In part, the resolution on the 
merger with the city said: 

“By the plain terms of the pro- 
posed amendment, the power is 
given to completely destroy S&t. 
Louis County and every § incor- 
porated city therein. The amend- 
ment will inevitably result in an 
mecrease in taxes of the 
the county area by more than 100 
per cent. It fails to give adequate 
protection to the people of the 
county area in. them atter of pro- 
portional minority 
in the governing board provided 
for the whole area. 

Reasons for Opposition. 

“The plan provided in the 
amendment is wholly untried, not 
being tn operation in any other 
city in the United States. The 
ainendment permits the issuance 
of bonds without a vote of the 
people, and the imposition of ex- 
cessive public improvements with- 
out vote of the people who will be 
required to pay for them. The 
people of St. Louis County are 
overwhelmingly acainst the 
amendment for the reasons above 
stater.”’ 

Each party committee, in con- 
clusion, expressed itself as “yn. 
alterably opposed” to adoption of 
the amendment and called on, the 
people of Missouri to vote it down 
and “preserve the county from 
destruction.” 

Proponents have charged that 
the opposition is centered among 
politicians and others interested in 
having thé form of county govern- 
ment unchanged.” 

The sewer resolution asked the 
next Legislature to enact. to re- 
Place the Ralph law, “a more 
economical law, {n which the! 
voice of the taxpayers may be 
heard and the rights of property 
owners properly safeguarded.” It 
urged the county’s State Repre- 
sentatives to further this objec- 
tive. The resolution said, in part: 

“The (Ralph) law {s confisra- 
tory and denies to the taxpayers 
a right to vote upon bond issues. 
and forces upon the taxpavrers tax- 
ation without representation. and 
the operation of the law is extrav- 
agant and denies to property own- 
ers all constitutional safeguards 
and protection. The law has been 
condemned by a report of the 
grand jury of St. Louis County. 
by all of the daily papers of St. 
Louls and all of the papers pub- 
lished in the county. and has been 
condemned by resolutions of Al- 
dermen of several of the cities of 
the county, and was further con- 
demned by numerous Organizations 
of the county and br the over- 
whelming majority of the citizens 
of the county. 

Realty Values Affected. 

“The law has so affected the 
value of real estate in St. Louis 
County that it has become diffi- 
cult to make loans or sell prop- 
erty. It has become so unpopular 
in this and other counties that 
Organizations have been formed to 
combat it. Taxpayers are s0 op- 
posed to this law that numerous 
suites have been filed to prevent 
its Operation, and thousands of 
exceptions have been filed to the 
Commissioners’ report. 

“Under this condition sewers 
will not be constructed under this 
law for a great many years, if ever, 
thereby permitting certain districts 
that need sewers to remain with- 
out Sanitation. A great number of 
St. Louls County citizens have been 
led to believe that annexation to 
St. Louis is the only method by 
which they can avoid the burden 
of the Ralph sewer law. . Annexa- 
tion will not provide réiief from 
the Ralph sewer tax, but on the 
eontrary «ill aggravate the evils of 
eald law by extending the applica- 
tien of its principies to all public 
improvements.”
